Cape Playhouse Left Unperturbed By Change

DENNIS, MASS.—Coming off the turnpike into this quiet, tree-shaded village, you 
are struck by the notion that somehow Dennis continues to escape the hurly burly of 
commercialized vacationland development so prevalent in some other parts of Cape Cod. 

Life still moves slowly, and summer residents of long standing with homes along 
the dunes or back of Scargo Hill seem to have more than an ordinary amount of time 
to dwell on the arts and to write letters to the Cape Playhouse, as they have for years, 
approving or scolding plays and Playhouse policy. 

Dennis, no one needs to be told, is the home of the Cape Playhouse. Put a better 
way, the Cape Playhouse is Dennis, for there is nothing else of consequence here. 

But this holdover of a nucleus of aristocratic theater-goers presents problems for 
the Playhouse. Grown up in the intimacy of resident companies where summer-long 
stars can be invited in for tea to discuss upcoming plays, these people abhor the intrusion 
of package plays, so-called, traveling road shows that move in for a week’s stand, 
completely cast and with a well known name in the lead and move on to another of 
the summer theaters. 

And yet, the Cape has changed. Three miles to the south the caravans go whizzing 
by, stopping only to buy taffy and Indian baskets from the hucksters, turning off to the 
Cape Playhouse only because they want to see face to face the celebrities they watched 
on TV screens all winter—even though they may not all know what they are seeing. 
Like it or not, here these days, is the boxoffice, and no amount of staring-down over 
outraged lorgnettes changes the economic facts. 

The Cape Playhouse, consequently, is bringing in some package plays. This year there 
will be four during the eight-week season. These will clarify the budget. 

Nevertheless, I would be the last to say that adaptation to boxoffice circumstances 
has blown anything more than an almost indiscernible hole in the rarified theatrical 
atmosphere surrounding the Playhouse. Down through the years the Cape Playhouse—it 
is celebrating its 35th anniversary this year—has earned tradition, has maintained a 
reputation of high quality productions, has brought along through the front office or 
backstage, stars who subsequently reached the pinnacle in theatrical success—Bette 
Davis, Helen Hayes, Martha Scott, Henry Fonda, Gertrude Lawrence whose name is 
spoken almost with reverence hereabouts, and many more. In this respect nothing is 
changed. 

Managing Director Charles Mooney continues to exercise free will in developing 
what he thinks is the best of theater for the playhouse. Although costly and sometimes 
difficult to do—big names, in the business are reluctant to pass up lucrative summer 
TV contracts for a one-week stand in a summer theater—he continues to cast and 
produce his own plays in the best tradition, even though sometimes the same plays may 
be running, package style, elsewhere on the summer circuit. 

He continues to sift in a leavening of pre-Broadway tryouts when this appears 
worthwhile. One such play on the boards at the Playhouse recently was “Future Perfect” 
a new comedy by Whitfield Cook in which Martha Scott came back to star. 

In all, you subconsciously feel a balance here of something above the run-of-the-mill 
theater, from the choice of productions straight on through meticulous casting, directing, 
staging and set designing that goes on under the direction of Helen Pond in one of the 
finest scenery shops I have seen anywhere.

The Cape Playhouse, moreover, is an institution—the Raymond Moore Foundation, 
Inc.—dedicated under the terms of Mr. Moore’s will to furthering theatre education. 
Nobody around here ever quite forgets this. 


Profits go to Cape Playhouse Professional Training Center, a summer extension of 
the American Theater Wing in New York. Selected young professionals (not apprentices) 
plug classes here daily from 9:30 to 5 under the direction of Dr. Frank C. Davidson, 
head of the speech and drama department of City College of New York, and stage 
things like “Rumpelstilskin” Friday mornings for sell-out children’s audiences. 


On the whole Cape Playhouse is doing all right financially as well as culturally. It 
has had three record boxoffice seasons in a row and is well along in a fourth. If package 
shows are elbowing into the pew-seated vaulted-windowed structure that was once a 
church but is now Raymond Moore’s shrine to the theater; if these seem only less 
circusy in flavor than traveling stock companies of an earlier generation, then my word 
to the good people of Dennis is: “Don’t be disturbed.” 


Things are in good hands at the Cape Playhouse. Susan Reed once said the Playhouse 
“smells like money.” To me it smells even more of the true ideals of the American 
theater, something every other summer playhouse in the country strives for but never 
quite attains. 


And I don’t think this is going to be changed very much by motel tourists whisking 
through the South Shore.

ABOUT THE AUTHOR 


TERENCE RATTIGAN is one of Eng- 
land’s most respected and successful play- 
wrights. The son of an eminent British 
diplomat, he was destined to follow in his 
father’s foot-steps until, while at Oxford, 
he became enamored of the stage and 
began to write for it. He wrote a play, 
“First Episode,’ with a university back- 
ground, which failed in London, but set 
him determinedly upon a career as a play- 
wright. While his father was aghast at the 
thought, he supported Mr. Rattigan for a 
one year trial as a playwright. During that 
period the fledgeling dramatist composed 
five plays which went unsold. Just before 
his one year deadline passed, he sold a 
sixth play, “French Without Tears,” which 
went on to a two and one-half year run 
in London. Since “French Without Tears,” 
Mr. Rattigan has written with continual 
success for the stage, with time out during 
the war years for service with the R.A-F.
